PREFACE. 


The  generous  support  extended  to  former  numbers  of  this  Catalogue 
has  enabled  us  to  materially  increase  the  size  and  scope  of  the  present 
edition.  Numerous  illustrations  have  been  added,  and  the  list  of  English 
and  Roman  coins  made  complete  ;  but  while  we  have  been  to  consider¬ 
able  expense  in  making  these  countries  perfect,  it  must  not  be  supposed 
that  we  always  have  all  the  coins  herein  described  in  stock,  but  at  the 
same  time  we  use  every  exertion  to  keep  a  full  line  of  all  coins  always 
on  hand,  and  never  have  less  than  two  thousand  varieties  in  stock,  in¬ 
cluding  many  not  noted  here,  such  as  tine  old  European  crowns,  dating 
from  1500  to  1700.  These  we  can  supply  at  from  $3.50  to  $10.00  each, 
according  to  condition  and  variety.  We  also  have  large  numbers  of 
smaller  coins  of  all  dates.
